Monday Morning. 


A bad wreck occurred on the "Wis- 


consin Central line near Aubnrndale 
on Monday morning about six o'clock. 
Two men were killed instantly and 
another so badly injured that he is 
uot expected to recover. 
Tiie trouble 


was caused "by two freights running 
together hoad on, both of tho trams 
going at a high rate o£ speed. 
There 


wore some thirty ears piled up in . a 
heap aud tho wrecking crew worked 
all day and a part, of the night be- 
for tho track was cleared. 


Tho engineer and head brakeman 


were killed on one train and tho en- 
gineer of the other train was badly 
injured and was taken to. the hospi- 
tal at Mavshfiold, not expected to live. 
The 'accident is said .to have been 
caused by an operator at Marsh field 
failing to give tho south bound train 
.an order, and an a. heavy fog pre- 
vailed Monday morning, the men on 
the two trains had but. an instant's 
warning before tho two trains crashed 
together;

HORSEHAIR FOR BOWS.

There is a vast amount of horsehair 


annually -used in the United States for 
making and repairing violin, violon- 
cello aud bass viol bows. All of the 
hair oouies from Germany and Kus- 
Hln, in which countries the tails' of 
horses are generally allowed to grow 
much longer than .here. The foreign 
hair in also courser In texture and 
tougher than that which grows on the 
American horse, nnd those qualities 
malice the Imported article more valua- 
ble than the domestic product.. 
There arc only two kinds of horse- 


hair suitable for malting . hows, .and 
they are of white and. black varieties. 
Tho former Is used for violin bows, 
and the latter, which Is heavier and 
stronger, IB the best material for male- 
ing bows for cello and bass viols, be- 
cause it bites the larger strings hotter. 
The Imported hair. Is put up in bunks 
of thirty-six inches long, which Is flve 
or six Inches longer than the standard 
violin how. 
A ;Imnk Is sufficient for 


one violin bow, while two hanks are re- 
quired to hair a cello or bass viol bow. 
Then; are about one and a half ounces 
of hair In a hank, which is worth from 
20 to HO cunts, according to the 
of the hair.— Philadelphia Record.

atmosphere. in the stable. 


Probably the best way In which this 


can. be accomplished is by. the aid of 
the pneumatic milking machine here 
illustrated. ; It is so arranged as to not 
only milk the cows automatically, but 
also incloses the milk in an air tight 
receptacle as long as it is in the prox- 
imity of the animal. This is accom- 
plished by a reservoir suspended over- 
head and connected with the teat cups 
by a short section of hose. By means 
of a vacuum created in the pipe to 
which the reservoir hi attached the 
milk is drawn from the teats nnd de- 
postte-l in the receptacle, whence it 
can bs removed to the creamery for 
f arthe r treatment before being placed 
on sal s.

nary coiintry road sixteen feet wide 
just outside Westfleld, N. J., was taken, 
says the New Vork Herald. Two sec- 
tions about a thousand feet long were 
vised. On one tho tar was run over the 
roadbed'with the dust and screenings 
just as they lay. On the other the road 
was. swept, to the hard surface, and 
then the tur was applied. In both in- 
stances the results'seemed to meet with 
the approval of. the roadmaking ex-. 
ports present. 
The tar was put on.In a very crude 


fashion by hand from a big watering 
can. It hud penetrated nearly an Inch 
after, being on the road only three 
hours, and I n n short time after It was 
laid there was no tracking on It, and it 
did not splatter on wheels driven over It. 


The cost ,of treating n road In this 


way with tar Is estimated at between 
$400 and $000 n mile for a road sixteen 
feet wide. This would require 3,000 gal- 
lons of tur to the mile.

Many people look upon the road 


question as one which affects mainly if 
not wholly tho people of the rural dis- 
tricts. "This is n mistaken idea. Road 
conditions seriously affect the people of 
all towns depending on trade with the 
rural population. Bud roads hinder and 
depress local trade by making It almost 
Impossible for tho farmers to get to 
town sometimes for weeks at n stretch. 
This . depression in turn affects the 
wholesale trade.; Local dealers reduce 
their orders, are slow in making remit- 
tances and 'have to nsk. for extensions 
of credit. 
The business of the .railways is also 


seriously affected. The. farmers mnst 
haul their produce to the , shipping 
points at times .when the roads are In 
fairly good condition. This causes con-^ 
gestlon of truffle at. times, and. partial 
sitspenslon at other times. As a resull 
of this, the railway companies mnst 
have a great many more curs and en- 
gines than would be needed if the traf- 
fic- were regular and uninterrupted by 
impassable roads.

The road question has an Important 


influence on our national finances in 
much,the same -way,!as it affects rail- 
road interests. It ,1s well'known that n- 
'large amount of ready money .Is needed 
in.the fall o£. the year.for. "the move- 
.mentof the crops." This.always causes- 
more or less stringency In .the money 
market. Good roads would make it pos- 
elble for-the farmers to market their 
crops more at leisure, would greatJy ex- 
tend the time .during which-tlaeii sur- 
plus would be carried, to market .and 
would, relieve these periodic'.strains -on 
the'.money market, -which, really have a 
depressing effect on the business of the 
whole country. 
It can;.thus be..seen' that the effect of 


bad roads Is far reaching, .aa?ectingTdl- 
rectly or indirectly the: people of the 
towns and cities as iwell as those of the 
rural 'districts. The -;road; question is 
therefore .a: national /as' well as-.a'local 
-question.
